In defending the Arab Learue, Agzan pronised to mobilige all possible 
assistance for the Voroccans, flatly dismissing aceusations against 
the League. He reviewed the bistory of French Morocco, emphasizing the 
responslollities of the French in achieving the welfare and the final 
independence of Horocco.
